Coneercinr the recent meeting: at New Or> 
leans, the St. Lonis Bepnblic says: “The 

majority c f the horeemen hare already shipped 
their stables. Most of the good horses were 
sent either to Memphis or Bennings. Seseral 
carloads of beagles were shipped over to Little 
Bock. Their owners hope to be able to win a 
race there before the good horses commence to 
start. Three carloads of nags arrived at the 
Fair Grounds yesterday from New Orleans. 
There is nothing much in the bnnoh; infect, 
the majority of them are dickey-legged ani> 
naals that have been raced into the ground dar- 
ing the Crescent City meeting in the wild bnnt 
for feed money. They are to be given a mncb 
needed rest, preparatory to their efforts to land 
some of the selling race purses at the Fair 
Grounds. From a financial standpoint, it is 
said, that the New Orleans meeting has been a 
most successful one. It certainly has dona noth- 
ing to elevate the turf. Beport after report has 
emsaated from New Orleans since the inaugu- 
ration of the meeting about bad rides and sus- 
picions raeee. Favorite after favorite went 
down. Net once was a good axcuse offered. 
Reversals of form were glaring. This was not 
only in the case of dog races, but also in events 
in which supposedly high-class animals were 
among the contenders. The betting in these 
races, as a role, looked bad. Many critics are 
after Captain Rees and blame him for the lack 
cf formfnl racing. He may be responsible, but 
it is hardly probable, as be apparently took 
every measure to put the racing on a high 
plane. He set down many boys for poor rides, 
in fact, be had every good boy at the track on 
the ground at one stage of the meeting. He 
took especial pains to investigate several races 
and made things unpleasant for owners whom 
he suspected of crooked racing. Captain Rees 
has been regarded for the past several years as 
one c f the best racing cfiicials in the country.” 

Monday’s New York Bun says: 

•‘The flavor of early spring in the weather 
yesterday acted like a tonic on the trainers of 
thoroughbreds hereabouts, and each track was 
the scene of cheerful activity. At Gravesend 
especially, where the going is almost good 
enough for serious time trials, brisk work was 
the order both in the morning and afternoon. 
Great interest is shown in the progress of May 
Hempsteod, Eugene Leigh’s handicap candi- 
date. Bbe is moving along satisfactorily, and 
will probably be ripe for the Metropolitan. The 
choice of the Leigh string, however, is Ildrim, 
a magnificent black three- year-old by Kingston 
— Libbie L. He showed undoubted stake class 
last year, but failed to earn brackets. That be 
has wintered well and more than satisfied 
trainer Kelly is proved by the fact that a recant 
offer of SIS.OCO was passed over as too small for 
consideration. 

“The horses in both the Dwyer stables looked 
in the pink of condition yesterday. Mike 
Dwyer’sfetwo-year-olds are an exceptionally 
good lot and unless fickle fortune continues to 
frown on him, the white and gold tassel should 
be prominent in the chief jnvenile events. 
Phi l.Dwyer’s string is one of the most promis- 
ing owned by the Brooklyn Jockey Clnb Presi- 
dent in recent years. Trainer McCabe had them 
all out yesterday, but be did not force matters, 
as tbeylare not wanted until Morris Park, At 
Sbeepsbead Bay and Brighton Beach the 
adjacent avenues were thronged with thorough- 
breds doing useful jogging work, as the tracks 
are not yet quite ready for speeding.” 

A Sunday special from Memphis, seys: “John 
W. Schorr has transferred his entire interests 



in all the horses that have formerly raced in 
the name of J. W. Schorr & Son to his son, John 
F. Schorr, who accepts all engagements of the 
horses owned by that firm. The vicissitudes of 
racing have mads the elder Schorr retire in 
favor of bis son, who is now absolute owner of 
the greatest racing stable in the west. The 
transfer is legally mads, and John F. Schorr is 
also sols owner of tke heaviest engaged stable 
in the west. 

“Young Schorr has a stable of stake horses, 
with no selling platers, unless they are in the 
two-year-old division. His Derby candidate, 
Sam Phillips, worked an easy mile this week in 
1 :45, and it still two weeks off from a race. 

“J. C. Cahn’a Thrive is the most improved 
three- year-old at Montgomery Park. Ha 
worked a mile in 1 :44i, with 117 pounds up, and 
is the colt they all have to beat. In appearance 
be ie a grand looker and Mr. Cahn has kept him 
under cover for soma time, bat believes the ton 
of Top Gallant to be a batter three-year-old 
than Typhoon II. was at that age. 

“Stable room is already at a premium and 
there i s not a stall within a radius of two miles 
of the track to be bad.” 

The list of entries to stakes of the Washing- 
ton Park Clnb, Chicago, makes a really grand, 
not to say wonderful, showing. There can now 
be no doubt that the summer meeting to begin 
there next June 23 and end on July 21 will bs 
one of the most successful ever yet experienced 
in the history of this high-class and national 
racing institution. There have been received 
in ail entries from over one thousand horses in 
the fourteen stakes that have closed. 

There are two pleasitg features in connection 
with the entries received for the American 
I Derby, the great race of the meeting, which 
will be run on the first day; first, the large 
number of representative eastern owners and 
horses that are subscribed; second, the fact 
that the quality of the horses entered is already 
part ofipnblic history. Csnally in a great race 
like the American Derby the entries are called 
for w he n proposing contestants are youngsters 
—ha ve not yet looked through a bridle. This 
year the exigencies of the case were such that 
they were entered actually in the year of their 
three- year-old form. And last season’s crop of 
two- year-olds is admitted by the vary best of 
judges to have been one of the best quality. 

Although C there are individual cases where 
some of the cracks of last year are missed in 
the entry list for the American Derby of 1900. 
there is not evidence lacking that a majority of 
our keenest and best turfman of the east have 
placed an “anchor to wind’ard.” And as this 
is also true about a majority of the other great 
racing stables of the country, even as far as the 
Paci fic slope, sectional feeling may be expected 
to run rile when the race is called for decision, 
and a great contest is assured, — Spirit of the 
Times. 

Ira E. Bride, who died at bis home in Detroit 
Sunday, was a well-known and popular figure 
on nearly all the tracks of the country, running 
and trotting. Away back in the ’70s, in partner • 
ship with L, A. Hitchcock of Boston, be 
handled the Paris Mutnels on nearly all of the 
western race tracks and he had the mutuel 
privilege at Washington Park as long as that 
form of betting obtained there. He was a 
cheerful, genial mao with a boat of friends all 
over the country who will sincerely deplore his 
passing. 

A dispatch from Lexington, Ky., to Mr. 
August Balmont announces that Fides has 
dropped a colt foal, and that it is the largest 
one ever foaled at the Nursery, It is forty-two 



and a half inches in height and tbiry-five inches 
in girth. Its markings are similar to those 
with which this matron has always stamped 
her prodnet. The colt is a bay, with a large 
star, off front pastern and near bind ankle 
white, and is by Hastings, all of whose colts 
' have siae and quality. The next largest foal to 
I the present one in the entire history of the Nur- 
sery was Potomac, and the now third in the 
list was Margrave. 

WORK AT BBNKINGS. 

The great mare Imp was shipped from Chilli- 
cotbe to Washington Monday and is by this 
time no doubt safely quartered at Bennings 
race track, where she will probably make her 
first start next Tuesday. The meeting there 
begins Monday and ends April 14, Many horses 
are at the track, and of soma of their work last 
Sunday Morning Telegraph of Monday says: 

“Good weather has brought a great change in 
the track conditions at the Bennings course. 
It was in fairly good shape to day and nearly 
all of the 150 head of thoronghbreds quartered 
here got good exercising and soma of them stiff 
work. 

“James McLangblin, though he is far from 
being in the best of health, was out at an early 
hour, and ha sent his oldest horses along at a 
fast clip. His track sqnad was made up of 
Connselor Wernbsrg, Gharentns, Lady Lindsay, | 
First Whip, Diminutive, Cupidity and Post 
Haste, and the others wars exercised in the 
paddock and around the stables. His string is 
far advanced, and could easily face the starter 
in a bruising race at any moment. 

"Flippen bad Bradley’s Boaey Boy working 
at about three-quarter speed. He seems to be a 
trifie high in flesh, but he was fighting for his 
head, and can easily be sent at racing speed 
early in the week. He also gave two of his two- 
year-old division some sharp work. They were 
colts by Blitzen and Aloha, and are grand look- 
ers. They worked three-eighths of a mile, as if 
spanned, in 38 seconds, and that is considered 
pretty good time for this season of the year 
down here. 

“H. R. Dulaney has a small but select string 
of jumpers as follows: Ochiltree, 5; Plato, 4; 
Emery, 3, and Facile, 4. Heretofsre he has 
worked them on the flit, but today he took 
them in the field and schooled them over the 
sticks. 

“The jumps are now in conformity with the 
rules of tba National Steeplechase Association 
and are stiff propositions. Yet Dulaney’s 
chargss as a rule never flunked, bat went over 
them nicely. 

“Gwyn Thompkins also schooled his string of 
seven jumpers. It will be nearly a week before 
they will begin to show their true form, 

“W. F. Presgrave, who handles B. F. Clyde’s 
string, had out RevonKh, Golden Rattle, Candia, 
Hacklett, Grit, Kimmsge, Dublin, Silk, Moore, 
Bounder and Fin McCool, all by the imported 
Irish horse Atheling, and six jumpers. 

“Queen of Seng is showing a degree of temper 
that is not pleasant. This morning Mr. Smith 
got her to break at the three-quarter pole, in- 
tending to time her for that distance. She want 
off like a shot, but before she reached the first 
sixteenth pole the bolted to the onter . rail and 
the stable boy had bis bands full to straighten 
her out. Alter a dozen trials she finally con- 
sented to run kindly, but after passing the old 
clubhouse she again went wrong and ran full 
tilt for the onter fence. By sheer good luck 
and a strong pair of arms the boy kept her out 
of harm. 

“Robert Neville's string of jumpers arrived 
hero this morning from Dpperville, Md. Mr. 
' Neville will begin Ecbooling them tomorrow.” 



DERBY WINNERS AS SIRES. 

The Kentucky Derby is one of the three-year- 
old classics of the American tnrf, and it would 
naturally be expected that horses of class 
enongh to win it would have prominent records 
in the etnd, says the Tnrf, Field and Farm. 
The paucity, however, of leading sires among 
the winners is very striking, and among the 
twenty-five winners we find only a few horses 
which have attainad any prominence in the 
breeding ranks. Of coarse, the winners of the 
past six years have as yet not bad time in the 
stud to show of what they are capable' as sires. 
The first Derby was ran in 1875 aud won 
by the famous “Little Red Horse” 
Aristides, by Leamington— Sarong, by Laxing- 
ton— Greek Slave, by Glencoe, from whose 
breeding and racing prestige he would be ex- 
pected to make his mark in the stud. Yet he 
was one of the very Taw sons of Leamington 
whose career as a stallion is by no means strik- 
ingly noteworthy. Indeed, we recall nothing 
of his get of high class. Vagrant, by Virgil- 
Lazy, by Scythian, the winner of 1876, was a 
gelding. In 1877 Badau Badsn, by Australian — 
Lavender, by Wagnar— Alice Carneal, by Sar- 
pedoD (the dam of Lexington), was the winner, 
Baden Baden was a hlgb-class race horse, beau- 
tifully bred, and daring bis stud career was 
located in Mr. William Astor’s Ferncliff Stud of 
choice mares. Yet as a sire he was a virtual 
failure. In 1878 Day Star, by Star Davie — 
Squeeze ’Em, by Lexington— Skedaddle, by 
Yorkshire, won the event, but as a sire was not 
a success. Tbs winner of 1879 was Lord Mnr- 
pkj , by Pat Malloy— Wononah, by Captain Kl- 
gee, ont of a mare by Albion, who went to Eng- 
land and was lost sight of. 

Fonso, by King Alfonso — Weather Witch, by 
Weatherbit, out of a mare by Birdcatcher, was 
the winner of 1880, and of him as a sire a very 
different story may bs told, being as he is today 
one of the popular stallions of the country, hav- 
ing to his credit a long list of creditable per- 
formers, such as Ben Elder, Con Rsagan, First 
Mate, Florenso, Fonsavannab, Judge Denny. 
Lord Zsni, Morte Fonso, Ramiro II., and Me- 
Meekin, Miss Fonsoland, Frangible and Gon- 
falon, two-year-old winners of last season. 
The winner of 1881 was the great race horse 
Hindoo, by Virgil — Florence, by Lexington — 
Weather Witch, by Weatherbit, the dam of 
Fonso. Hindoo for a number of years has been 
in the front rank of American sires, for, in 
addition to Hanover, now dead, the greatest 
race horse and sire of his day, he has to his 
credit a long list of high-class horses, and may 
bo classed as a very successful stallion. Apollo, 
the winner cf 1882, was a galding. In 1883 
Leonatns, by Longfellow — Semper Felix, by 
Phaeton— Crucifix, by Lexington, was the win- 
ner, and as a stallion his record is a highly 
creditable one. As the sire of Evanatus, 
Free Advice, Loo Lake, Leonawell, Libertine. 
Pink Coat and Tillo, winner of the Suburban, 
and Statira, Kentncky Farmer and other two- 
year olds of last season, he is a leading sire of 
the country. The next in the list for 1884 ie 
Bnchanan, by Buckdsn — Mrs. Grigsby, by Wag- 
ner, ont of Folly, by Yorkshire. Buchanan died 
a few years since, when bis prospects as a sire 
wore very bright and he a comparatively yonng 
horse. During bis stud career be sired Dr. 
Sheppard, Applegate, Jefferson, Kitefoot, Sun 
Cp and other high-class horses. Joe Cotton, by 
King Alfonso, the winner of 188.7, dropped ont 
of eight and is not known in the atnd as a sire. 
Bon Ali, by Virgil— Ulrica, by Lexington, out of 
Emilia, has to his credit some very high-cl&ss 
horses, such as (ieyser, Benamela and Osric II., 
but bis representatiou on the turf has not been 
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to Louisville at the close of the Nashville meet- 
ing, while Ed Moore, H. Stcvar, J. M. Johnson 
St Son and A. Brown & Co. will ship direct to 
Detroit.
